PRELIMINARY. 


Neubigualee Mer ET pig Act, T8564; Officers of Customs, Gr Object of ine 
Pher Officers appointed for the purpose in the British Possessions *Tuctions. 
oad, are required to exercise certain functions in respect of 
e Masters and Crews of Merchant Ships. The Merchant 
bipping Acts of 1855, 1862, 1867, 1871, and 1873, which are to 
construed as one with that of 1854, contain provisions affecting 
Frese functions, and others with which such Officers ‘should be’ 
Rquainted. It is presurtied that the Officers in question will be 
(rn ished with & Copy of the Act of 1954, but such parts of the 
ther Acts as affect Officers in the British Possessions abroad are 
i inted in the Appendix to these Instructions, Thongh these . 
futteoie Gee founded ‘oi tis Kets, the sections Sf the Acts - 
hich are referred to must themselves be perused and consulted. 
2. The duties in question can be deputed by the Government Officers to 
'.the Colony or Possession to any of their Officers, In one phon due 
Rony the Officer is a Shipping Master, in another’ a Collector“ of 
rostoins, i another A Registrar of Shfpping, and these Instructions 
we for the guidance of such Officer whatever Colonial Office 
may hold. 
8. Thoughout these Insthyctions the. word “Seaman” includes « Seaman,” 
pprentices and every other person engaged to serve in any meaning of, 
‘on board ship excepting Masters and Pilots, 
4, The sections referred to in the margin are those of the Act of 
54 unless the year of the Act is specially given. Thus “Sec. 5.” 
the Sth section of the Act of 1854, sec. 5/67 the 5th section 
‘the Act of 1867.

& The Masters and Crews of British ships srriving af the port 
will, in most cases, even if the Masters do not for other reasons 
wait upon the Officer appointed for the purpose, be brought under 
his cognizance by some one of the following provisions :— 


6, All ships which arrive at his port, and remain there for 48 
hours, are bound within that time to deliver to him the agreembnt 
with the crew, and the indentures and assignments of the appren- 
tices on board. These he is to keep during the ship’s stay in 
port, to make upon the agreement the indorsements mentioned in 
paragraphs 12, 18, 24,61, 69, 70, 71, 108, 126, 131, 184, and 135: 
and if there has been any neglect of the law, an indorsemer 


containing a statement thereof. Ata reasonable time before th 


departure of the ship he is to return the documents to the Mastel 
previously adding to the agreement an indorsement containix’ 
a certificate of the time when the ship entered- the portind wie. 
the documents were delivered to and returned by him. In thi 
cettificate the documents should be described specifically a 
Agreements, Indentures, or Assignments, as the case may be, an 
not generally as “ papers” or ‘‘ship’s papers.” : 
7, These indorsements may be made in one siatement, bu 
should be written by the Officer upon the agreement itself, and nc 
on a separate piece of paper attached by miemns of gum or ofhe) 
wise to the agreement.

Officer will remember that he is responsible for the correctness to) 
the statements they contain, and is bound to satisfy himself b 
inquiry of their truth.

8. If the Officer becomes aware of any transgression of the la 
by the Master, or if in any case the above documents are not dul 
delivered to him, he is, by the first opportunity, to report the fact 
to the Registrar General of Seamen, Adelaide Place, Londo: 
Bridge, London, E.C. ‘ . 
9. Any three or more of the Gieih ot a British ship may com 
plain to any Shipping Master or Chief Officer of Customs that th 
provisions or water for the use of the Crew are of bad quality 
unfit for use, or deficient in quantity. Upon any svich complain 
being made, such Officer will, unless he is satisfied that™it 4 
frivolous or vexatious, have the provisions or water examine 
If the result of the examination is such as to satisfy him that thi 
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complaint is well-founded, he will cause a notice in writing under 
the band of the person making the examination to be given to the 
Master of the ship, specifying the particulars in which the provi- 
sions or vater are found to be bad, unfit, or deficient, and requiring 
the Master to provide proper provisions or water, or to make up 
the.quwatity,.as the case may require, and giving him notice that 
if'he fails to do so he will be liable to a penalty of 202, If,.on See. 222, 
the other hand, the result of the examination shows that there 
‘wes no reasonable ground for the complaint, each of the parties 
complaining will be liable to forfeit to the Owner one weekjs 
wages,-and- of this the Officer should apprize- thé complainants 
when the complaint is first made. Whenever any such exymina- 
dion as aforesaid has been made, the result of the examination’ 
‘must be entered in the Official Log-book, and a report sent to the 
3oard of ‘Trade, containing the names of the complainants, the 
yarticulars of the complaint, au account. of the-exgmination;’ and 
\Erthevsteonke-thereofand-“of the steps, if any, thereupon taken 
ry the Master ; such entry must be made and such veport signed 
py the Officer who conducted the examination. Great care and 
accuracy in framing this report arc highly necessary, as it may 
be produced in evidence in subsequent legal proceedings instituted 
either against the Master for the penalty or for the allowances 
mentioned in the 228rd section of the Act, or upon a question as 
to forfeiture of wages under the 222nd section. 


10. In any case where the Chief Officer of Customs or a duly Powers of 
appointed Shipping Master has reason to suspect that any pro- mig 
isiong of the Merchant Shipping Act,, 1854, or any law con- : 
fig eéamety OF navigation, arc not complied with, hé ‘may 
require the Owner, Master, or any of the Crew of any British 
ship, to produce any Official Log-books or other documents 
yelating to the Crew; he may call for a list of the Crew ; he may 
‘ake copies of the documents ; he may muster the-Cre ¥ ‘en fie 
may vequire the Master to give any explanation concerning the 
documents; and any person disobeying is liable to a penalty not, 
‘exceeding 20/.

In the case of any infractions of these provisions it will be th 
duty of the Officer to report the facts to the Board of Trade, an 
when the results-have been serious, such as an outbreak of sour 
on ‘hoard ship, he ahould, if necessary, uge bis 
(see foregoing paragraph) to obtain the necessary 1 formation, 

Should the case give rise to an official inquiry in the Possession] 
the Officer will use his power, if necessary, to assist it. 

‘The Officer will also bear in mind the provisions of the 8th section, 
as well as those of the 7th, when giving his consent to the diacharge 
of seamen at his port suffering from illness due to the neglect of 
Owner or Master or the seaman himself. z 

By the 10th section the Governor of aiiy British Possession 
abroad may appoint Medical Inspectors of seamen. 

The Officer’s attention is also requested to sec. 9 of the Act of 
1873, which gives 9 Court power to award compensation to seamen 
detained for desertion, when the ship is proved'to ‘be tnse 
or to have insufficient accommodation. See‘also Unseaworthy, 
Ships, par.

or otherwise ascertain that the seaman understands it, before he 
signs it, The seaman must then sign it in the presence of the 
Officer, and the Officer must attest the signature and indorse on 
the agreement a statement in the form C C J in the Appendix. CC1, 

13. In cases where an Agreement has been made with seamen, Alterations in 
and the parties to it desire to make an alteration in it while at a ese ag 
port in a British Possession abroad, all persons interested in the 
alteration must appear before some Justice, Officer of Customs, 
duly appointed Shipping Master, or other public functionary, and 
signify their consent, and’ such Officer should indorse upon the 
Agreement an attestation that the alteration has been made with 
such consent in the form C C 2 in the Appendix. CC. 2. 

14, When fresh Articles of Agreement are entered into by a Fresh Articles 
British ship not registered in the Colony the following instructions of Agreement, 
should he carefully followed; by, the: Officer; with a. view: -to 
compliance with tas Merchant Shipping Act, 1854,” which geo. 159. 
provides (s, 159) “ that the same rules, qualifications, and 

'* penalties as are lectins specified with respect to’ the 
“ engagement of seamen before Shipping Masters* in the United 
“ Kingdom shall apply to such engagements in a British 
“ Possession.” 

15. Section 149 of the Act, as amended by section 7 of the Act Rulesin United’ 
of 1878, requires that “the Master of every ship, except ships of Sarre & : 

“less than eighty tons registered tonnage exclusively employed Sec. 7/78. 

“ in trading between different ports on the coast of the United 

“ Kingdom, shall enter into an agreement with every seaman 
« whom he carries to sea from any port in the United Kingdom 
“ as one of his crew in the manner herein-after mentioned ; 3 and 

* every such agreement shall be in a form sanctioned by the 

“ Board of Trade, and shall be dated at the time of the first 

“ signature thereof, and shall be signed by the Master before any 

“ seaman signs the same, and shall contain the following parti- 

“ oulars as terms thereof; (that is to say,) 

“(1.) The nature and,.as far as practicable, the duration of the 
“ intended voybxe or engagement: or, the maximum 
“ period of the voyage or engagement, and the places 
“ or parts of the world (if any) to which the voyage or 
“ engagement is not to extend: 

“(2.) The number and description of the crew, specifying how 
“ many are engaged as sailors :

16. Agreements in respect of British ships to which this circular 
refers should be on the form Eng. 1. ; 


“17. The Master and crew being in attendance, the Officer 
should see that the Master’s name is inserted in or endorsed on the 
ship’s register. 


18, In Possessions where there are no local regulations under 
the Merchant Shipping (Colonial) Act of 1869, or otherwise, 
requiring Officers to be possessed of certificates, the provisions of 
the Imperial Acts in this respect are not -in force, but whenever 
a Master, mate, or engincer holds a Certificate of Competency or 
Service it should be produced to the Officer, and the number of 
it should be inserted opposite the name of the possessor in any 
form in which his name appears. 2 
Since the dates specified below, Certificates of Competency of the 
following grades, granted in the following colonies, are now 
recognized by the Board of Trade as of the same validity as if 
granted in the United Kingdom ; viz.— 
Victoria.— Master, first mate, only mate, second mate, first-class 
engineer, and second-class engineer..—4th January 1870. 

In the Dominion of Canada—Mastey’and mate.—19th August 
1871. 

New Zealand.—Master extra, master, first mate, only mate, 
second mate, first-class engineer extra, first-class engineer, 
and second-class engineer.—1st May 1872. 

New South Wales.—Master, first mate, second mate, first-class

19. If any seaman or officer belongs to the Naval Reserve the Naval Reserve. 
number of his Certificate R V 2 or his rank should be placed or 
noted against his name. 


20, Every apprentice must appear. before the Officer, and his Attendance of 
indentures must be produced, and his name, with the date of his *PPrentices. — - 
indenture, and the name of the port where it is registered, must Bee. 145, 
be entered on the Agreement. 


21, In settling the Agreement it will he the Officer’s duty to Stipulations in 
object to the insertion of any stipulation which he considers Agreement. 
' contrary to thé Acts of Purliiment; but he has no legal power geo, 149, 
to prevent the insertion of any stipulation which the Master and 
. erew voluntarily and knowingly choose to adopt, so long as it is 
not contrary to law. 

22. A stipulation is sometimes inserted in Agreements to the Stipulations in 
effect that the crew may be discharged at some port on ‘the eens 
continent of Europe, and some misunderstanding has prevailed discharged 
ag to the effect of such Agreements. Masters should be made to *broad. 
understand that no stipulation will enable them to discharge 
their crews in a Foreign Port without the sanction of the Consul, 
or relieve them from the necessity of providing the men with 
employment or a passage homo after discharge there. And See. 205, 
Seamen should Le made to understand that in the event of their 
being discharged at a Foreign Port under such a stipulation, they 
are entitled td a passage home at the expense of the ship, but 
that they will in all probability not be held entitled to wages for 
any time subsequent to their discharge. 


23, The Officer must see that the Agreement is properly scttled Settlement of _ 
in duplicate, that the description of the crew (specifying how Agreements 
many are sailors) is proserly entered, that the successive folios, 
if more than one, are Properly numbered, that the blanks are 
properly filled up, and that the reference, if any, to the sanctioned 
regulations as to fines is properly made. 

When the Agreement is settled, and before it is signed, the Sec. 150. 
Officer must read it over to the crew, or cause it to be read over 
to them in his presence, and explain it if necessary: and he

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should, if neceasary, apprize the men that a false statement-of 
their own names, or the name of their last ship, will subject them 
to a forfeiture of 52.,to be deducted from their wages. It is 
desirable that the Officer should at this time ask each seaman 
to produce the certificate of discharge from his last ship. He 
cannot insist upon it, but the production has become a general 
practice, and acts as a salutary check on men who have miscon- 
ducted themselves, 


24. The Master must then sign the Agreement and the Duplicate 
in the presence of the Officer, and afterwards each member of the 
crew must do the same, When the seaman cannot write, he is to 
make his mark, but in no case is any other person to be allowed 
to sign or make his mark for him. The Officer must attest each 
signature and mark, and then make the indorsement upon the 
Agreement of his sanction thereof,* after which he will see that 
the copy of the Agreement (Form U), which is to be made 
accessible to the crew, is made to correspond with the Agreement, 
This form, as well as the Agreement, will be taken away by the 
Master ; the Officer must retain the duplicate or office copy of - 
the Agreement, and forward it to the Registrar General of Seamen, 
London, if the ship is registered in the United Kingdom, or if she 
belongs toa British Possession and is proceeding to the United 
Kingdom. If the ship belongs to a British Possession, and is 
returning to such possession without touching ata port in the 
United Kingdom, the other duplicate should be sent to the 
Shipping Master at the port in such Possession to which she is 
bound, and full particulars respecting the crew should be sent to 
the Registrar General of Seamen on Form C C 21. 

In cases when duplicates of the Agreements are forwarded to 
the Registrar General of Seamen, it will not be necessary to enter 
any particulars in the Form C C 21 beyond the name of the ship, 
a list of the seamen, and the date when the Duplicate Agreement 
was sent to the Registrar General of Seamen. 


26, The Officer’s duty with respect to advances of wages will 
be confined to seeing that any stipulations for advances are entered 
in the Agreement. 


“26. On the other hand, as power is given to sue summarily 
upon Allotment Notes, which are required to be in the sanctioned 
form, if the Master has a proper Authority for giving Allotment 
Notes to the crew (Form V), the Officer will see that they

27, Every erasure, interlineation, or alteration in any Agreement Alterations in

28, The Officer should furnish the Master with an Official Log Official Log 
Book, calculated to serve for the intended voyage, which is to be Books -Becs,280, 
delivered up at the end thereof to the Officer before whom the 
orew are-discharged. : 

29, When the Agreements in respect of British Ships, with Agreements 
the exceptions mentioned in the following paragraph, are termi- ponte Be. 
nated abroad, it is important that the Articles of Agreement, sent home. 
whether made in the United Kingdom or not, and the Official Log Cir. 276. 
Book for the voyage then terminated, with the memorandum 
annexed to the Form of Receipt, Dis. 2, herein-after mentioned, 
should be forwarded to the Registrar General of Scamen, London, 
by the earliest mail after the completion of the discharge of the 


crew. 


.> 80. The exceptions are,— 

1. ‘Ships belonging to the Possession % which. the Agreement 
is terminated, and 

2. Such other Ships registered in a British : Possession 
abroad us have not opened their Agreements in the 
United Kingdom, or touched at a port in the United 
Kingdom’ since the Agreement was opened. 

In the latter of these two classes of exceptional cases the ship’s 
papers should be’sent to the Shipping Master at the Port to 
which the ship belong®, but full particulars respecting the crew 
should be entered in the Form C C 21, and forwarded to the CC 21. 
Registrar General of Seamen. ‘ 


81. In all other cases of Agreements terminated in a British Receipt to be 
Possession abroad, the Officer is requested to obtain from the pene 
Masters all Agreements and Official Log Books, and to transmit . 
them to the Registrar General of Seamen by first post, and a

32, As the Receipt so given will, upon the ship’s arrival in the 
United Kingdom, be exchangeable for a Clearance Certificate, 
care must be taken,— 

a. That every seaman or apprentice who has been on the 
Articles at any time in the course of the voyage, i.e. since 
the commencement of the Agreement, is properly dis- 
charged, or is or has been properly accounted for. 

&. That the wages and the effects of all the seamen who have 
died in the course of the voyage are or haye been legally 
accounted for, and that any money due to their estates and 
not already paid over to an officer entitled to receive it, and 
any effects remaining unsold, are delivered into the Officer’s 
charge to be dealt with in accordance with pars. 183, 136, 
137, 138, and 139. 

¢. That the entries in the Official Log Book are properly made 
and signed, and if any of them are imperfect, the Master’s 
attention is called thereto with a view to his futuro 
guidance, 

d. That the provisions of the Merchant Shipping Acts, and 
these instructions (See par. 132, &c.), in all, other respects 
are duly complied with, especially those which relate to 
the wages of seamen and the certificates of mates. 


38. In cases in which the ship’s papers are forwarded to the 
Registrar General of Geamen it will not be necessary to enter any 
particulars in-the Form C C 21, beyond the name of the ship, a 
list of ‘all the men who haxgsbeen on the Articles, indicating any 
of them who may have died, and the date on ‘which the ship’s 
papers were sent to the Registrar General of Seamen. 


34, If a seaman discharged before the Officer desires to have a 
certificate of his character for the voyage, the Form of Certificate 
of discharge and character, marked Dis. 1, is to b@used for the 
purpose instead of the Form C C 5. (Seg par. 73.) 

The intention of the Form Dis. ¥ is that the record of 
character shall he inserted in a space appropriated specially to 
receive it, according to the nature of the character given, and in 
the appropriated. space only. Thus a “good” character must be 
recorded in the space marked “good,” and a “very good” 
character in the space marked “very good,” and so on. By these 
means it is expected that security for preserving intact the record 
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. 
of character as given by the Master will be obtained. Inability 
to erase the manuscript without removing the ornamented filling 

” of the space, or to affix in front of the character “ good” the word 

“very ” or the letter “v.” without immediate detection, will add 
to the security. As an additional safeguard, these forms have 
been printed on paper bearing the water-mark of the Board of 
Trade. 


, 35. In using the form Dis. 1 special care should be taken,— — Steps to bo 

a. That the entries on the back of the form correspond with *#*e2- 
the entries relating to the seaman made by the Master 
in the Articles of Agreement or in his Official Log 
Book : 

b. That the signature of the Master is aflixed in the Officer’s 
presence ; 

¢. That the forms are never issued or signed in blank : 

d, That a certificate is. never parted with until al! the

41, Each Naval Volunteer is, so long as he remains in the 
Reserve and abides by the conditions of his engagement, entitled 
to an annual payment of 6/7, a year, paid quarterly. ‘This retainer 
is only paid by » Superintendent of a Mercantile Marine Office 
in the United Kingdom. 


42, In addition to this retainer, an annual sum is set aside to 
form a pension fund, and out of this fund a pension of not less 
than 122. per annum will be paid to each Naval Volunteer who 
may become entitled under the regulations to a pension, : 


48. In order to be able to call out the Reserve Force, the 
Government must know the whereabouts of the Naval Volunteers, 
and consequently there is an additional reason why they should 
be advised of the engagements and discharges of seamen from 
British ships at colonial ports. The Officer will therefore keep a 
Register Book in the Form © C 21. See Appendix. 


44, Whenever the name of a Naval Volunteer appears in any 
official document the letters RNV should be added to it, and the 
number of the Volunteer’s Certificate R V 2. 


45, Whenever any seaman is engaged or discharged from any 
British ship before the officer, in pursuance of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, an entry of the patticulars should be made 
in the Register C C 21. In the case ‘of engagement the entries 
will be made in cols. 1 to 20, and in the case of discharge in 
cols. 1 to 13, and 21 to 31.

56. In cases where seamen apply to the’ Officer ‘for relief 
without having been regularly discharged before him, an entry 
of the fact should be made in columns 1 to 18 of his Register 
CC 21, and further particulars stated in the column 87 of 
Remarks. 


57. As it is most important to have the earliest possible 
intimation of the changes that take place in the crews of British

' 61, It will be the duty of the Officer to prevent, as far a8 Leaving 
possible, British seamen from being left unprovided for at his amen abroad. 
port. . 

Under section 207, his sanction or certificate indorsed on the 

Articles of a ship is necessary to render legal the discharge or 
leaving behind of any seaman from a British ship. 
. If the Master does not obtain this certificate, he is liable to be 
prosecuted for misdemeanor, and if the seaman becomes distressed 
and is relieved under the provisions of the Act, the Master and his 
owners are liable to pay all the expenses of the seaman for subsis- 
tence, necessary clothing, conveyance home, and burial in case he 
should die abroad before reaching home, 

The Officer has the power of refusing to give this sanction or 
Certificate, if it appears to him just so to do: This power, if 

. employed, as it must be, with djscretion, will enable the Officer 
to prevent, in ordinary cases, the discharge of able-bodied seamen 
at his port, except under such conditions as will prevent their 
falling into. distress, 7 : : 

The Officer will have to decide what is just (1) between thé 
Master and the seaman, (2) between the Master and Owners and 
the public. It is manifestly unjust that the public should have to 
pay for the consequences of a Master engaging an unprofitable 
servant, or for an arrangement made for the convenience of either 
party.

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If, therefore, it is to be feared that a seaman, if left behind - 
#ithout somé provision made for him by the Master, will fall into 
distress and become a burden upon public funds, ihe Officer will 
be justified in refusing his sanction or Certificate until the Master, 
either by procuring the seaman other employment of a permanent 
character, or providing for his conveyance home, or in some other 
way, has made such provision for him as the Officer thinks is 
required by the justice of the case. 


62. Payments to the seamen themselves of sums to defray their 
expenses should be particularly discouraged, as there is always a 
great probability of their spending the money and then applying 
for relief. 

63. Any. Master or Mate, or other person belonging to any 
British ship, who wrongfully forces on shore and leaves behind, 
or otherwise wrongfully and wilfully leaves behind, any seaman or 
apprentice, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and it will be the duty of 
the Officer, when’ necessary, to warn Masters of this enactment, 
and to report to the Board of Trade any such wrongful and wilfil 
acts. 

64. Whenever the Master of any British ship discharges or 
leaves behind at any place in any Colony or British Possession 
abroad, except that in which he was shipped, any person 
belonging to his ship, he must apply to the Officer appointed for 
the purpose. The Officer will then examine into the grounds of 
the proposed discharge, or into the grounds on which the man is 
to be left behind, and may, if he thinks it necessary, administer 
oaths for that purpose. i 


65. In considering the justice, as between Master and seaman, 
of granting or withholding this sanction, the Officer will be 
guided by the rules of law by which the relations between Masters 
and seamen are governed, and if questions of difficulty arise, they 
may be determined by an appeal to the Courts of Law. 


66. In cases where the ground of the proposed discharge is 
unfitness or inability to proceed on the voyage, the Officer will 
not grant his certificate unless he is satisfied that the man is in 
steality unable through illness to do his duty on board, or would 
be a danger or a cause of danger to others were he to proceed, 
and that there is no reasonable prospect of his recovering in 
time to continue the voyage.

75. Tn cases where it is necessary that a seaman who has been 
shipped in enother British Possession should be left behind on 
account of injury or hurt in: the service of the ship, the Officer 
should settle with the Master and the seaman where the latter is 
to be sent when well enough. In cases where delay and experse 
would be caused by sending him back to the Possession in which he 
was shipped, and the seaman agrees to being sent to the United 
Kingdom, the Officer should point out to the Master that he and 
the Owner are’ both liable to pay the man’s expenses back to the

76. In all cases in which seamen are discharged or left. behind, 
their’ wages are to be paid, and, subject to an appeal to Courts of 
Law where necessary, the Officer above mentioned should see 
that this is properly done, In cases of wreck, the seaman will be 
entitled to wages for all the time prior to the date at. which he 
quits the service of the ship, unless it is shown that he has not 
exerted himself to the utmost to sve ship, cargo, and stores. 
But such right terminates with the termination of the service. 


77. If the scaman is discharged by order of alegally constituted 
Court, his wages, unless otherwise appropriated by the Court, are 
applicable to meet his expenses, and should be dealt with as in 
the case of men discharged through illness. See paras. 79 to 85. 


78, If there is reason to fear that a seaman will fall into distress 
the Officer should make it a condition of granting his sanction 
that the wages be paid to him instead of to the seaman. 


79. In each of these.two cases in which the Officer receives 
the wages of seamen, the Officer will require from the Master a 
fall and true account, iz duplicate, of the wages due, on the Form 
CC 6 in the Appendix. In filling up the certificate at the foot 
of the Form CC 6, the Officer will, in all cases, state the nature 
of the illness, mentioning particularly whether it is the result of 
hurt or injury in the service of the ship. (See paragraphs 81, 93, 
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- 94, 118, 129.) This account is to be examined and compared 
-with the agreement and Official Log Book or other book in which 
deductions from wages are entered, and no such deduction is to be 
allowed unless it is duly entered and proved to the satisfaction of 
the Officer to be just. The seaman’s wages should be demanded 
to the date of the Official Certificate CC 3, and not to the date of 
his going off duty or going to hospital. No deduction should be 
allowed for time during which a seaman is off duty from illness, 
unless it is proved that such illness has been caused by his own 
wilful act and. default, Reasonable medical expenses’ may be 
deducted. The account should be submitted to the seaman for 
his approval, unless he is from illness incapable of attending to it. 


80. The Master is then to pay the balance to the Officer, either 


in money or by a bill drawn upon the Owner, and also to deliver P 


the effects of the seaman to the Officer. . Whenever practicable the 
payment is to be made in-‘money;.but when the payment is by 
bill, the Officer will certify on the bill that it is drawn on account 
of seamen’s wages, and see that the seaman indorses it. The 
bill should be drawn at sight. The Officer will then give to the 
.Master one of the Forms CC 6 duly receipted, informing him 
that he will be called upon to deliver it to the Superintendent 
of the Mercantile Marine Office at his port of destination in the 
United Kingdom;.and the Officer will add to the Certificate 
CC 3 astatement of the circumstances under which the seaman 
has been left in his charge, specifying the amount of wages or 
other property which has been paid to the Officer, and wheeher 
it was paid in.money or by a dill, 


81, The moncy received on account of seamen’s wages must be 
brought into the quarterly account current with the Board of Tradg 
CC 18, and duplicate Forms CC 6 sent with the account. The 
form C C6 should be sent in every case of unfitness and inability 
in which expenditure is incurred, whether any balance of wages 


is due or not. . If the cause of unfitness or inability is injury in 6 


the service of the ship the balance should be paid to the seaman on 
his recovery without deduction, except under the special circum- 
stances provided for in Paragraph 118. If the cause of unfitness 
or inability is not injury in the service of the ship, all expenses 
must be deducted from the money received, and if the seaman 
obtains employment in another ship or permanert employment on 
shore, but not otherwise, the balance may be paid to him.

82. On making this payment, ah account of the sums received _ 
and expended on behalf of the seaman must be delivered to him 
jn the form marked CC 7,2 copy of which, with the seaman’s 
receipt for the balance, must be transmitted to the Board of Trade 
aga voucher for the payment, which is to be charged in the 
quarterly account current C C 18, under the head of “Balance of 
Wages paid to seamen.” 


83. If the Officer finds it necessary to send the seaman to another 
port abroad in search of employment, or for a passage home, the 
balance is not to be paid to him, but the Consul at the port (or 
Shipping Officer, if in a British Possession,) is to be advised 
of the amount of the balance in the Form CC 142, and the 
circumstances which rendered his transfer to another port necessary 
should be fully, stated in Column 23 of Form CC 10. 


$4. If the seaman is sent home under order, Form CC 14 (see 
paragraphs 106), or if the wages of the seaman have been paid 
to the Officer by dill, he is not to pay the seaman the balance, but 
refer him to the Board of Trade for settlement. The bill should 
be sent to the Board of Trade by the earliest opportunity, with 
the Form C C 6, and the Board of Trade, upon receiving a copy 
of the account, Form © C7, with an explanatory statement from 
the Officer, will, if any balance is due to the seaman, pay it to 
him upon his return to this country. It is very important that 
the Form CC 7 should be despatched as soon as the seaman 
leaves the port, as any delay may cause great inconvenience. 
The Officer is not to make any advance to the seaman on the 
security of a bill. 


85, Should the seaman die, the account is to be rendered as in 
the case of wages and effects of deceased seamen. Paragraphs 
130-143. 


Relief of Distressed Seamen. 


86. ‘Che claim of seamen to be relieved abroad and sent home 
is subject to the following regulation., and dependent on the 
following conditions, and all expenses charged to the Board of 
Trade by the Officer which are not authorized by these instruc- 
tions will be liable to disallowal. The persons to be relieved under _ 
the direction of the Board of Trade are seafaring persons, being 
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. British subjectap who having been engaged either in merchant 
ships, or in H.M. ships, or in ships belonging to any foreign 
power, or to any foreigner, are shipwrecked, discharged, or left 
behind, and are found in distress in foreign ports. In all cases 
in which seamen discharged from other than registered British 
shipa apply for relief, the Officer will satisfy himself that they are 
bona fide British subjects, and will report the particulars of their 
last engagement, and the circumstances under which they became 
distressed. : 


In eases where there is any probability of « vessel which has 
been wrecked being subsequently repaired, the Officer should 
exercixe his power, under the 207th section, of refusing to discharge 
the seamen unless the master provides (1) for their expenses 
until they obtain fresh employment, or (2) for their being sent 
home without expense to Her Majesty’s Government. 

‘Where the Officer may not be able'to ascertain promptly whether 
the vessel will be abandoned or not, and the Master refuses to 
provide for the scamen, the Officer may, to save expense, consent 
to their discharge and send them home on the distinct under- 
standing that, should the vessel ultimately be not abandoned, the 
Board of Trade will recover the expenses from the Owners. An 
indorsement to this effect should be made upon the ‘Articles, and 
the Board of Trade should be informed of the cireumstances by a 
special despatch, to be followed by further information when the 
fate of the vessel is decided. 


87. Foreigners who have served in British ships, and who are Relief of 
in Gietresa within the Possession, may be relieved in the same Ber ear 88, 
manner as British seamen, provided that they cannot obtain relief 
from their own Consuls, to whom application should always be 
made, and their distress is immediately consequent upon and 
owing to their employment under the British flag. 


88, If six months have elapsed since a seaman left his last ship, Limit of tine, 
be ceases to be a distressed seaman within the meaning of these 
instructions and is entitled to no relief whatever. Relief, how- 
ever, may be extended to Any seaman beyond this period provided 
that he came in charge either of the officer or of the local autho- 
rities within those six months, for such period as he remains con- 
tinuously in the officer’s charge beyond this limit. 


89, Stowaways, and other persons not on the Articles of a ship, Stowaways, 
left in distress at the Officer’s port are not entitled to relief as 
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ment. 
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distressed seamen unless they have been employed or engaged in. 
some capacity on board the ship leaving them behind, and any 
expenses charged by the Officer for such persons will be dis- 
allowed. 


90. No seaman fit for work, even if shipwrecked, has any claim 
to be sent home or relieved in any way at the public expense if 
he refuse to work his passage home or to accept reasonable 


_ employment. 


Rate of relief. 


Seamen sick 
on board, 
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91. Distressed seamen are to be relieved upon the most reason- 
able terms in the Officcr’s power. No higher rate is to be paid 
for a mate than a common seaman, and relief is only to be 
given until employment can be found or the seamen can be sent. 
away. 


92. Scamen falling or being sick while their ships are in port are 
not to be considered as on that account eutitled to relief, The 
Officer may, however, take charge of any such sick seaman, if for 
the purpose of preventing infection, or otherwise for the conve- 
nience of the ship it is considered desirable that he should be 
temporarily removed from the ship. Should the seaman subse- 
quently return to his duty, the expense of removal and of providing 
the necessary advice and medicine, and of his subsistence while’ 


‘away from the ship, must -be paid by the Master. If, however, 


he is so ill when the vessel sails as to be unable or unfit to 
proceed on the voyage, the Officer may sanction his discharge 
on the ground of inability to proceed on the voyage; but the 
Officer should require the Master to pay his expenses up to the 
date.of the Officer’s certificate on the articles of his faabiity to 
proceed. (See paragraph 79.) 


93. For any expense the Officer may incur at his port in respect 
of masters and scamen injured in the service of the ship, or 
for seamen discharged or left behind illegally, whether for medical 
advice, subsistence (including necessary clothing), or burial, the 
Masters and Owners are liable. If such expense is not repaid on 
the spot by the Master, it is to be entered in the accounts, and 
supporied by separate vouchers, and an account in the Form CC 9 
is to be transmitted to the Board of Trade, in order that the 
amount may be recovered from the Owner. 


94, The following is the opinion of the Law Officers of the 
Crown in 1860, as to the meaning of “hurt or injury in the 
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' service of the skip,” as ‘employed. in the 228th section of the 


Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and by this opinion the Officer 
should be guided :-— 

«We are of opinion that the liability of the shipowners for 
expenses provided for in the first paragraph of section 228 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act is confined to expenses incurred in respect 
of ‘hurts or injuries’ occasioned by wounds, bruises, fractures, or 
other casualties to body or limb, of a like character, such injuries 
being received ‘in the service of the ship;’ that is, in the coursé 
of discharge by Master, seaman, or apprentice of the duty assigtied 
or belonging to him on board of the ship on'which he is serving. 
Cases of' ‘illness’ are provided for in the second paragraph of 
section 228 ; and there the liability of the owner depends on the 
happening of two events, in addition to the illness itself ; namely, 
the removal of the sick man from the ship, for the convenience of 
the ship, and his subsequent return to hfs duty on board. “Under 
the the third paragraph, the owner is bound to defray the expense - 
of all medicines and medical advice and attendance furnished, or 


given, on board, whatever may be the nature, or cause, of the 
ailment requiring such medicine, &e. 


“The ‘service of the ship’ mentioned in paragraph. 1. to 


“ section 228, is not, in our opinion, restricted to what is termed in 


the third* question submitted to us ‘the ordinary course of a 
ship’s service,’ or the service of the ship on the voyage denoted in 
the articles as mentioned in the fourtht question, but includes 
the extraordinary occasions of service referred to in the third 
questiony: and, in fact, extends ‘to atty sérvieé, of what nature 
soever, which, under the circumstances, whatever they may be, are 
rendered in fulfilment of duty.

(8.) If the liability does not extend to all these cases, can any distinction be 
drawn between those cases in which the injury has been sustained in the 
ordinary course of a ship’s service and those cases in which extraordinary 
circumstances, ¢.g., danger of wreck, or of loss by fire, have called for 
extraordinary.exertions, or havg caused extraordinary exposure or suffering ? 


+ The following is the fourth question referred to :—— 


co) Can any distinction be drawn between those cases in which the hurt 
or injury which hag caused the disease has been received in the service of the 
ship, on the voyage denoted in the articles, and might have been foreseen as a 
natural result of the service, and those cases in which it has been caused by 
service. which, in consequence of a change in the destination of the ship, on for 
any other reason, may be presumed not to have been contemplated when the 
articles were entered into ? 
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“The above is the only limit we can suggest by which te 
distinguish between the cases in which the shipowner is and those 
in which he is not liable for ‘hurts or injuries’ received by a 
seaman in the service of the ship, under the first paragraph of the 
228th section of the Merchant Shipping Act. We fecl the less 
difficulty in arriving at this conclusion, seeing the large provision 
made for cases not within paragraph I. by the two next succeeding 
paragraphs. :

If 
such a ship can be found, they should, if fit for it, be entered upon 
the articles of the ship as part of her crew.

110. Columns are provided in the Form, in which the Officer 
should give all the information necessary to enable the Superin- 
tendent of the Mercantile Marine Office at the port at which a 
man is landed to decide at once the balance, if any, due to him, 
and to settle with him on the spot. 


111. Where the wages arc paid by bill, the same particulars 
should be given on Form C C 14 as in cases where the wages are 
paid in cash, bat the fact should be noted on the Form, 


112. When the cause of the seaman’s distress is shipwreck, 
his wages should be paid to himself by the Master either in 
money, or by a bill. In such a case, therefore, as no wages will 
be received by the Officer, the Money. Columns on page 1 of 
Form C C 14 will be left blank. 


113, When the owners are not liable to repay the expenses or 
any of them incurred in respect of the seaman, and the cause of 
the seaman’s distress is not shipwreck, his wages are chargeable 
with all expenses.

118. When the Master or any seaman or apprentice receives When injured 


any hurt or injury in the service of the ship’ to which he belongs reais 
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the owner is liable to pay not only his medical and subsistence, 
(including necessary clothing) expenses, but also the expenses of 
his conveyance to some port in the United Kingdom, if shipped 
in the United Kingdom, or if shipped in a British Possession to 
g6ime port in such possession. Cases will perhaps arise when it is 
desirable to send s man so hurt or injured, who has been shipped 
in the United Kingdom, to a port not in the United Kingdom, 
ora man shipped in a British Possession to a port not in such 
possession. In sach cases, however, the owners are not liable, 
and a man must not be sent at Government expense to one port, 
however desirable, if the owners are liable to pay the expense of 
bis, conveyunce to another. If, however, the man desires to be 
sent to some port other than those to which the owner is liable 
to pay the cost of his conveyance, and is willing to bear the 
expense himself out of his wages, and the wages are sufficient to 
bear the whole expense, he may be sent to such port at his own 
cost. 


119, Foreign seamen may be sent either to the country in 
which they were shipped, or to their own country, whichever 
may be the cheapest or most convenient under Order CC 14, 
If sent to a foreign port, the Officer at that port will pay the 
amount of this order, and charge it in Col: 16 of Form C 10, 


120, As difficulty sometimes arises in finding Masters willing to 
give passages under the usual Order CC 14 to distressed seamen 
suffering from ‘mental derangement, the Officer is authorieed in 
any such case that may arise to make a special arrangement with 
a Master willing io take the seaman, agreeing to pay, if necessary, 
such sum for the passage, in addition to the usual allowance, as 
may appear fair and reasonable under the circumstances, and with 
the object of ensuring that requisite care and attendance shall 
be given to the passenger during the voyage. A copy of the 
agreement so entered into should be forwarded to the Board of 
Trade as soon as possible in every case, and also, in any case where 
it is desirable to forward the seaman to a foreign port or a port in 
another British Possession abroad, to the Consul or the Shipping 
Officer, as the case may be, at the port to which the seaman is to 
be conveyed. 


121. In the case of a seaman arriving under such circumstances 
at his port, the Officer may pay to the Master the amount of the 
passage money on production of such an agreement as described 
herein, purporting to be entered into between the Master and a 
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Consul or Officer in a British Possession abroad, and upon beiag 
“satisfied that the seaman has received the extra care and attend- 
: ance stipulated for. An immediate advice of such a payment, 

together with the original agreement and the receipt of the Master 

for the passage money, should be sent to the Board of Trade. 

Such payment should be charged in the Quarterly Account with 

the Board of Trade. 


Distressed Seamen sent to the Ofiicer’s Port. 


122. Ifa Vessel arrives at the Officer’s port with Distressed Declaratidn. 
Seamen on board who have been sent there under order by a 
Consul or a Colonial Officer, the Officer will require the Master 
to attend with the seamen and to make the declaration on the 
second page of the Form CC 14 or C 16 as the case may be... CC 14. 


123, The Officer will examine the claim, and pay it if correct, Payment. 
and will also pay to the seamen any balances which may be, 
described as remaining to their credit at the port where they were 
put on board the vessel for conveyance to the Officer’s port, after 
deducting the sum paid to the Master for their conveyance in 
cages where the cause of the men’s distress was neither ship- 
wreck, leaving behind illegally, or injury in the service of the 


Ship. 


124, The Form should be properly filled up, the receipts of the How to be 
Master and men taken, and the payments charged in the Officer’s °hatged.

125. If any serious dispute arises either with the Master or Cases of 
the seamen as to facts, or as to the amount to be paid, or if the dispute. 
Officer is not satisfied with the correctness of the claim, the 
Officer should refuse to pay, and refer the matter to the Board of 
Trade. 


Desertion. 


126, Whenever a seaman is left behind on account of desertion, Steps in case 
an entry of the desertion must be made in the official log-book, gt nesertione: 
and must be signed by the Master and by the mate or one of the 949. 
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crew. The log-book with this entry must be shown to the 
Officer, and he will then examine into the allegation of the 


desertion so made; and if after full inquiry he is satisfied that it 


is correct, but not otherwise, he will then indorse upon the 
agreement a certificate, in the Form C C4. The Officer will 
then make copies of the entry in the official log-book, and of 
the certificates se indorsed by him upon the agreement, and 
will certify the same under his hand to be true copies, and will! 
transmit them by the first opportunity to the Registrar General 
of Scamen, London, in order that they may be produced in, 
evidence if required. 


Relief of Distressed Seamen belonging to the Dominion 
Pos of Canada. ; 


127. Whenever a Distressed Seaman belonging to the Dominion 
of Canada receives relief, an affidavit, in the form set forth in 
the Appendix which has been approved by the Canadiar 
Government, should be laid before him for his signature. The 
object is to enable the Board of Trade to obtain repayment from 
the Canadian Government of the expenses incurred in respect of ' 
the scaman. The affidavits should be sent home with the 
quarterly accounts, In any case in which the seaman is unable’, 
to make the affidavit, the reason must be stated against his name | 
in the column for remarks in the Subsistence List C C 10. 


Relief of Distressed Lascar Seamen, 


428. Whenever a Distressed Seaman being a native of India 
is relieved, attention should be called to the fact by writing 
against his name, in the column for remarks on the form CC, 10, 
the words “ Native of India.” 


Relief, &c. of Masters. 


129. Relicf should be extended t> Masters in the following 

cases only :— 

1, When injured in the service of the ship—In such cases the 
owners are liable to repay all expenses, and Masters may 
be relieved and sent home, an account of the expenses 
being forwarded to the Board of Trade on Form CC 9, 
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2. When absolutely destitute, i.e., without private property 

and unable to obtain credit or private assistance. 

“Masters may be subsisted at a rate not execeding twice that 
allowed to seamen, Clothing of a somewhat better description 
than that allowed to seamen may be supplied to Masters, but mo 
unnecessary articles are to be supplied, and the cost of such 
article must never exceed twice the cost of the same article sup- 
plied to seamen. 

Masters may be sent home. (See paragraph 109.) 


Wages and Effects of deceased Seamen. 


180, The Act makes careful provision for the collection and 
distribution of the wages and effects of seamen who, being 
engaged or sent home in a ship which is to terminate her 
voyage in the United Kingdom, die before the voyage is com- 
pleted. To effect this, it is provided, that in all such cases the 
Master is to take charge of all money, clothes, and effects which 
the deceased leaves on board ; and if the clothes and effects are of 
‘such a nature as to deteriorate in valne by being kept, he may 
cause all or any of the said clothes and effects to be sold by 
auction at the mast or other public auction, and is to sign an entry 
in the official log book containing the following particulars; (that 
is to say,) 

(a.) A statement of the amount of the money, and a description 

of the effects so left by the deceased : 

(.) Tn case of a sale, a description of each article sold, and the 
sum received for each : 

(c.) A statement of the sum due to the deceased as wages, and 
the total amount of the deductions (if any) to be made 
therefrom ; 

And is to cause such entry to be attested bya mate and by one 
of the crew. 


131. If ships touch, and remain 48 hours, at a port in a British 
possession, the Officer willinquire whether any seaman has died 
during the voyage, or at the port. In cases where such a death 
has happened, and the Officer after inquiry finds that the vessel is 
bound direct or will shortly return to the United Kingdom, he 
will not demand the wages and effects unless special circumstances 
render it expedient; but when the Officer finds that the settle- 
ment of the claims of relatives will be unduly retarded if delivery 
of the wages, &c. by the Master is delayed till the arrival of 
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the ship in the United Kingdom, he will require from the 
Master the payment of the wages of the deceased, either in cash 
or by bill on the Owners, and the delivery of his effects or of the 
proceeds of the sale of them. An account in the Form CC 15 
must be delivered by the Master to the Officer, who will compare 
it with tho agreement and official log book, and allow only such 
deductions from wages as are just and lawful, placing his initials’ 
against such deductions in the column sct apart for that purpose 
in the form. The Officer will point out, if necessary, the henvy 
penalties to which Masters are liable should they tmaake default in 
accounting for wages, &., and he will report to the Board of 
Trade every case of such default, and indorse on the articles of 
the ship a notice thereof. , 


132, The rules for determining whether expenses attendant on 
illness or death are to be borne by the Owner or to be deducted . 
from the wages of the scaman will be found in section 228. The: 
charges for burial are often exorbitant, and the Officer will, in 
accordance with the said section, be careful to disallow so much 
of any such charge as is not “reasonable.” 


133. A Master has no power at law to detain a scaman’s effects 
in order to cover advances made to him, 


134. Upon receipt of the money and effects, the Officer will 
indorse upon the agreement of the ship a certificate stating the 
sum of money and “specifying the articles received by him. The 
account in the Form CC 15 he will transmit with his accounts 
to the Board of Trade, crediting the Board of Trade with the 
amount in his account current under “ Receipts in respect of 
Deceased Seamen.” If he has not demanded and received such 
wages and effects he will make an indorsement on the agreement 
of the ship to that effect. 


135, In gencral, it will be desirable for the benefit of relatives 
that seamen’s effects should be sent home, and in such cases the 
Officer will endeavour to send them free of expense, and with as 
little delay as possible.- They are to be addressed to the Super- 
intendent of the Mercantile Marine Office at the port in the 
United Kingdom to which the vessel ‘conveying them is bound, 
together with a Form C C 16, filled up and directed to him, and 
an indorsement of the fact of their being on board is to be made 
on the articles of that vessel. 


136, Such effects, however, as are likely to deteriorate hy 
being kept should be sold, and effects may be sold when undue 
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delay or expense would be caused by sending them home; but in certain cir- 
all such cases the Officer will indorse on the Form 0.0 15 his Cumstances.- 
reasons for the sale. . 


187. Such of the effects of seamen dying of contagious or infec- If infected 
tious diseases as are likely to convey infection shéuld be at once eee 
destroyed ; and other articles, such as letters, trinkets, &¢., should 
be thoroughly disinfected before being forwarded to the United 
Kiggdom. 


The disposal of the effects in such cases should be fully described 
in Form C-C 15, and the expense of disinfecting articles sent CC 15. 
home should be charged against the estate of the deceased seaman.

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142, The foregoing instructions relate to all persons employed 
in the service of any British ships, except Masters. Their effects, 
if they die in foreign ports, are to he treated in the same manner 
as those of other British subjects. If, however, they have Certifi- 
cates of Competency or Service, these should be sent to the 
Registrar General of Seamen, London. 


148, The British Government have agreed with the Governments 
of France, Denmark, Sweden and Norway, and Germany, to 
deliver to their respective Consuls General in London the wages 
and effects received by the Board of Trade under the provisions 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, of seamen belonging to 
those countries who have died on board British merchant vessels, 
and these Governments have on their part. agreed to deliver to 
the nearest British Consul the property of British seamen dying 
on board their merchant vessels, or on shore in their territories. 
The Officer will, therefore, report to the Board of Trade the 
particulars of the-deaths of such British seamen, 


Accounts. 


144, The Officer’s accounts under the foregoing instructions 
are to be kept in the currency of the place. All moneys received 
and- paid by him in sterling on account of the Board of Trade 
are to be converted into currency at the rates of exchange in 
force on the dates of each such receipt and payment, the rates of 
exchange being stated on each youcher. The whole of his 
receipts and payments in each quarter are to be brought into “a 
general account current, Form C C 18, and converted into sterling. 
The rate of such conversion will be that at which the Balance is 
drawn for or remitted, as the case may be. 


145. The Officer is to make up and transmit his accounts to 
the Board of Trade quarterly, to the end of March, June, 
September, and December respectively. Any delay in forwarding 
the accounts, especially from a distant port, may be attended with

Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea. 


154. The pamphlet in the Appendix contains the regulations 
for preventing collisions at sea agreed to by the Governments of 
France and England. These regulations are issued in pursuance 
of the Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862, and of an 
Order in Council dated 9th January 1863. They apply to all 
vessels, whatever their nationality, when within the limits of 
British jurisdiction, and to British ard French vessels whether 
within British jurisdiction or not. The pamphlet should be 
distributed amongst masters of ships whose crews are engaged or 
discharged before a shipping master or Officer of Customs, and 
should be supplied free of charge to any other person applying - 
for a copy. The placard should be kept posted in a conspicuous 
place at the Shipping Office, These forms will hereafter be

Unseaworthy Ships.* 


161. By the Merchant Shipping Act, 1871, any person who gee, Tia 
knowingly sends a ship to sea in an unseaworthy state is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
By the'12th section of the Act of 1878 the Board of Trade See. 19/78. 
may order a survey of any British ship which they have reason 
to believe to be unseaworthy. In order that the Board of Trade 
mnay carry this clause into effect, the officer should report to the 
Board of Trade at once any case in which he has reason to 
believe that « British ship is unseaworthy, with particufars of the 
voyage on which she is engaged, and her probable return to the 
United Kingdom. 


Collisions. 


162. Tho Officer should report -at-once to--the-Board-ofPrade geo. 16/73, 
any eée in which he has reason to believe that the Master of a ship Report to be 
which has heen in collision with another (one of the ships being pad eae 
British) bas neglected to stay by her until he has ascertained not rendered 
that she has no need of assistance, or has failed to render proper by ships i bid 
assistance, or to give to the Master of the other vessel the names 
of his own vessel, and of her port of registry, or of the port or 
place to which she belongs, and also the names of the ports or 
‘places from which and to which she is bound.

Art. 3, Seagoing Steam Ships when under weigh shall carry : 

(a.) At the Foremast Head, a bright White Light, so fixed as 
to show an uniform and unbroken Light over an Are of the. 
Horizon of 20 Points of the Compass; so fixed as to throw the 
Light 10 Points on each side of the Ship, viz., from right 
ahead to 2 Points abaft the Beam on either Side; and of such a 
Character as to be visible on a dark Night, with a clear Atmos- 
phere, at a Distance of at Icast Five Miles : 

(b.) On the Starboard Side, a Green Light so constructed as
